gaining to get at the evils of industry-wide strikes would 
be like burning down the house in pique because of a leaky 
roof or a jammed window. 
Mechanisms which would allow th*- Gm eminent to set­ 
tle strikes by forcing employers to pay more than th* \ think 
it * worth to stay in business, or employees to accept less 
than they I eel is coming to them, would deny a basic free­ 
dom. As the Government already determines a large part of
